YEAR ENDING MAY 31, 1900. 



To the Senate and House of Representatives of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen: In compliance with the provisions of the act of As- 
sembly, herewith is transmitted the Annual Report of the Commis- 
aioD of Soldiers' Orphan Schools of this State for the year ending 
May 31, 1900, This concludes the thirty-sixth year of the system, and 
the eleventh year of the management of these schools under the charge 
of the Commission created by the act of 1889. 

It might not be amiss id this report to refer briefly to the manner 
of the creation of the system whereby the great Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania stood sponaer for the children of the men who in the 
sixties held up the honor of this State on (he hard fought hattleSetds 
of the South. In 1862, the great Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
offered a donation of ?50,000, which, after consideration hy the War 
Governor, Andrew G, Curtin, waS' accepted, and in 1864 an act of As 
sembly was passed permitting the expenditure of that sum for the 
care, maintenance and education of the children of the men who had 
given up their lives that the nation might live, and under the direc- 
tion of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, Thomas H. Bur- 
rows, the system was started that has in the past thirty-six years 
[iroveo a boon and a blessing to the boys and girls of this State, whose 
fathers had followed the old flag to victory and glory. In his message 
to the Legislature in 1864, Governor Curtin said in part, "I commend 
to the prompt attention of the Legislature the subject of the relief of 
the poor orphans of our soldiers who have given or shall give their 
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lives to the country during this (.Tisis. In my opinion their maicte- 
Danee and education should be provided for by the State. Failing 
ot other natural friends of ability to provide for them, they should be 
honorably received and foatered as children of the Commonwealth. 
The f5U,000 heretofore given by the Pennsylvania Railroad, referred 
to in my last message, is still unappropriated, and I recommend that 
this sum, with such other means as the Legislature may think fit be 
applied to this end, in such a manner as may be thought most ex- 
pedient and effective. In anticipation of a more perfect system, I 
recommend that provision be made for securing the admission of such 
children into existing educational establishments, to be there clothed, 
nctured and instructed at (he public expense, I make this recom- 
meodatioD earnestly, feeling assured, that in doing so, I represent the 
wishes of the patriotic, the benevolent and the good of the State," 
Thus was inaugurated a system of education of these waifs that has 
been as a monument to the great loyal people of Pennsylvania, and at 
the end of the six mouths, viz: December 31, 1864, Dr. Burrows sub- 
mitted his first report of the Soldiers' Orphan Schools to the Legis- 
lature from which it appeared there were six schools having a little 
less than 100 of their children as pupils. Each application, then as 
now, was required to show the arm of 1±e service in which the father 
did duty and contained in addition thereto the certificate of the school 
board of the district in which the child resided. 

In 1865 and 1866, a determined effort was made upon the part of 
those who were opposed to the system, to defeat the appropriation 
measure in the Legislature, but this, happily, was not done, and as a 
result it has continued until this time, and it is hoped that when these 
schools do finally close it will be when every soldiers' child, both of 
the war of the sixties and ninety-eight, needing the protection of the 
State, will have been cared for. The following figures are a grand 
showing for the patriotic devotion of the people of Pennsylvania to 
the men who fought her bat ties. There have been admitted from the 
inception of the schools to May 31, 1900, 17,963 children, and the total 
expenditures during the same period were |11,211,874.17. 

In 1889, the Grand Army of the Kepublie appointed a special com- 
mittee to meet in conjunction with a committee of the Legislature to 
devise a system for continuing the schools. These joint committees 
met in Philadelphia and among those who appeared before them was 
a committee of business men of that city (Philadelphia), who had been 
educated at the schools in their boyhood days, and all of them earn- 
estly argued for the continuance of a system which had done so much 
good. The joint committees finally agreed upon the provisions of a 
law that created a Commission to consist of the Governor, two mem- 
bers of the Senate, three members of the House of Representatives 
and five honorably discharged soldiers or sailors, members of the 
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Grand Army of the Republic, to be named by the Department Com- 
mander of the Grand Army, to liold office tor a term of two years, and 
to be known as the Soldiers' Orphan School CommissioD, all to serve 
without corapensalion, and under that management the four schools 
are at present conducted. 

The year just closed has been an eventful one. On Decembec 1, 1899, 
tbe Girl's Building and Dormitories at the Chester Springs School 
caught fire and was completely destroyed. The fire occurred juet at 
a time when tbe children were all in the dining room and fortunately 
none were injured, but every particle of clothing, for boys and girls 
already made up, and the entire outfit of shoes and clothing ordered 
for the winter nse as well as the spring outfit were completely de- 
stroyed. At the time of the fire there were 110 little girls on the rolls, 
and prompt measures were necessary to secure their proper care and 
comfort. The good people of the vicinity came to their rescue and the 
little ones, none over twelve years of age, were taten in and cared for 
until the Commission were enabled to rush forward the necessary 
supplies. A new hospital building had just been completed and we 
were enabled to house seventy of the girls there and' by renting a 
building adjoining the school we were enabled to comfortably provide 
for them during the emergency. The Farmers' and Mechanics' Na- 
tional Bank of Phoenixvilie, who were the owners of the property, 
promptly entered into a contract for the erection of a commodious 
and entirely new and much more pleasant-building, but which was not 
ready for occupancy until early in June. The loss to the State from 
this flt-e was fully 118,000, less $2,600 insurance, as all of the fixtures 
of the building belonged to the State, which loss has been a great 
hinderance to the proper conduct of the schools. The Are originated 
from the explosion of an oil lamp. This fire demonstrated that we 
could not any longer continue the use of oil, and we therefore at once 
contracted' for and had placed at Chester Springs, a complete electric 
light plant at a cost of $4,321.47, and we are thus to a certain degree, 
at least, able to minimize the danger from fire. Oil was also used at 
the Jumonville School, and realizing the loss at Chester Springs the 
Commission also contracted for and placed at this school a complete 
electric light plant at the cost of $4,152.11. These necessary and im- 
portant acts on the part of the Commission have cost some money, but 
we feel satisfied, gentlemen, that any thoughtful man will commend 
and endorse our action in the light of what might have been the result 
at Cheater Springs. 

There is to this Commission another very gratifying condition of 
affairs and that is tbe health of the pupils in all the schools. There 
have been in the schools since May 31, 1889, to May 31, 1900, 9,405 
pupils, and yet in that time there have been but thirty-one deaths, or 
an average of 3.30 per thousand, which is marvelous when all the con- 
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ditioDB are taken into consideration. From May 31, 1899 to May 31, 
1900, there were 1,129 pupils in attendance, and yet there were but 
two deaths. One resulted from consumption with which the child 
was atfected at the time of its admission, and the other one died at 
home of general debility. During the year the measles were epidemic 
at Chesqpr Springs, but outside of this the health of the children was 
• excellent. Tht utmost care is taken by all the employes to guard 
against everything that would be detrimental to the health of the 
pupils. The food is good, well cooked and in sufiScient quantity to 
supply all their wants. The clothing is of the best quality and well 
made. 

At the Industrial School the most advanced steps have been made. 
There are certain honrs set aside for study, and certain hoars for 
work in the industrial departments. In the latter there is a machine 
shop in which work has been done that would compare favorably with 
that of shops where men well advanced in the trade are employed, 
lii this part of the system the boys iinished an engine and lathe that 
are models of good workmanship, and goes to prove what can be done 
by boys, who in addition to their studies spend a portion of their lime 
io fitting themselves for the battle of life. In the sewing department 
the girls, in addition to their studies, are taught dressmaking, and 
tbfc evidence of their proiiciency in that direction is that under com- 
petent instructors they make all their own dresses. In addition to 
that in the year just past they also performed considerable work for 
the Chester Springs and Jumonville Schools. The boys who receive 
instructions in the wood working department have shown great apti- 
tude here. The State Coat of Arms in front of the Administration 
liuitding was made by the boys in the Wood Department. There is 
a four page paper pnblisbed semi-monthly at this school, all the com- 
position and mechanical work of which is performed by the boys and 
girls. In fact when the children leave the school if they have pos- 
sessed any ability at all they are better able to go out and demand and 
receive employment than the average boy and girl of the day. 

During the year a tailoring department was opened, where under 
the direction of a competent cutter the boys and girls have made a 
number of suits for the boys at the school, and we hope this year to 
be able to make the entire outfit for the boys at this school, and per- 
haps for some of the other schools. Thus it will be noticed that the 
money appropriated by the State is being judiciously expended in 
bettering the condition of the children committed to our care. 

At the time of the meeting of the Grand Army Encampment at 
Gettysburg, in June, 1900, the boys and girls were taken over in a 
body, the girls giving an exhibition in calisthenics and the boys in 
military movements, and the setting up exercise now used in the 
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United States Army and they received nothing but tlie moat flatteriog 
encomiuma, not alone for tlieir exhibition birt for their behavior as 
young ladieB and gentlemen. 

At the present time there are four schools under the charge of the 
Commisaion, Cheater Springs, in Chester county, with 321 pupils; 
Harford, Suaquebanna county, with 224 pupila; Jumonville, Union- 
town, Fayette county, wiih 319 pupils, and the Industrial School at 
Scotland, Franklin county, with 265 pupils. Total population of 
1,130. The total amount appropriated for the two yeara ending May 
31, 1901, $361,200.00, of thia amount $218,509.71 has been received and 
ei'i)ended, leaving a balance due of fl42,600.00. 

The membera of the Commission are unanimous in their desire that 
the people of the State of all the walks of life ahall viait theae schools 
at any time it may suit their convenience. There are no regular visit- 
ing days, as the schools and their works are open to the inspection of 
the people any day of the year except the Sabbath. Members of the 
Legislature, State officials, and membera of the Grand Army of the 
Republic are especially invited to call and see for themselves what a 
great work is being done by the Commonwealth to make earnest men 
and women out of their children.

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COMMISSION OF SOLDIERS' ORPHAN SCHOOlJi. 



INSPECTOR'S REPORT. 



Philadelphia, August 31, 1900. 
To the Honorable Ooraiuission of Soldiers' Orphans' Schools: 

Geatlemen: Herewith I present my first uonual report as Inspector 
of the Soldiers' Orphans' Schools, covering the period between the 
date of my appointment on May 1, 1899, and June 30, 1900. 

The different schools have been regularly visited each month, and 
such additional visits were made as were rendered necessary by cir- 
cumstances. 

The general health has been good. At Harford and Scotland dur- 
ing the winter of 1899, there were many cases of colds and influenza, 
but the diseases did not take an epidemic form, and in no case was 
there any fatal results. The nearest approach to an epidemic was an 
oi'lbreak of measles at Chester Springs, but here also there was no 
serious result, the only trouble being the necessity of temporarily 
postponing the annual examination at that institution. 

It has been. the custom to send certain classes of patients wto could 
TfOt receive proper attention at the schools, to the hospitals nearest to 
the respective institutions. This was necessary during the year in 
four instances, in which pupils who needed surgical attention were 
transferred from Harford to the Scranton Hospital. These cases 
were all either benefitted or cured. From Ilniontown three pupils 
were sent to the Allegheny General Hospital, and from Scotland 
three were transferred to the Pennsylvania Hospital at Philadelphia. 
Two of these, James Draper and Mary Salsman, were especially 
notable. The boy was suffering from an injury to the leg, which 
seemed to render amputation absolutely necessary, and the girl had 
her shoulder-blade broken, and a compound fracture of the arm. 
They attracted the special attention of Dr. Stewart, resident physi- 
cian and surgeon of the Pennsylvania Hospital, Philadelphia, who 
stepped outside of the usual custom, and gave his prolonged per- 
sonal care to them, even going so far as (o entertain them at his own 
home, with the fortunate result that the boy still retains all of his 
limbs, and the girl has been so much benefitted as to regain the use 
of her arm. The above incidents are noted in this report as showing 
the interest manifested in the welfare of the pupils even by those not 
officially connected with the schools, and whose motives are purely 
unselfish and benevolent. 
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In connection witli'the subject of health, I record the completion of 
a new hospital at Chester Springs, a completion which was so op- 
portane that the building was put in service as a temporary refuge at 
the time of the deBtruction of the old Administration Building b; fire 
on December 1, 1899. The hospital will accommodate fifty patients. 

The loss by fire of the Administration Building will no doubt be ex- 
plained at length in the reports of other oAQcials to whose province it 
belongs. It seems to be the duty of the Inspector only to allude to 
such attendant circumstances as affected the health and comfort of 
the pupils. The fire occurred about the supper hour, and with the re- 
solt that apart from the fact that the building and contents were en- 
tirely consumed, not a life was lost nor an injury sustained. Your 
Inspector was upon the ground as promptly as possible after notice 
was received, and found in attendance ^.l\ of the members of the Com- 
inissloQ, from the eastern part of the State. The secretary of the 
Commission had reached the spot {by chartering an extra engine), be- 
fore the flames had expired. 

It desen'OB to go upon official record to the credit of the Commis- 
sion that while the flames were burning, orders were issued for a 
supply of clothing to protect the children from the cold. (They had 
lost absolutely everything except the clothes they actually wore.) 
Within twenty-four hours they were supplied with new underclothes, 
overshoes and warm dresses, capes and hoods, and were quartered 
around among the adjacent farm houses pending other arrangements 
for their comfort. If, daring the term of service of the present Com- 
missioners, no other event of importance occurs, your Inspector volun- 
teers the belief that it can safely rest its official reputation upon this 
single incident — that within twenty-four hours after one hundred and 
twenty-tive of their wards had been deprived of home and clothing 
in the heart of winter, they were re-instated in comfortable homes, 
with suitable clothing and without a single personal injury to an; 
one, or any subsequent sickness. 

During the year just passed, two new branches have been added to 
the Girls' Industrial Department at the Scotland School. These are 
tailoring and typesetting. The latter has been heretofore monopolized 
by the boys, but the girls now give their assistance in preparing the 
"Industrial School News." I feel it incumbent upon me in noticing 
this fact, to inquire why the girls should be debarred {as they are at 
present), from obtaining instruction in telegraphy? It is an art for 
which they are especially adapted — not diflicult to acquire, and com- 
manding a reasonably good salary. It seems inconsistent to deprive 
them of the advantages for no other reason than their sex. 

The Cooking School at Scotland has been established upon a very 
practical basis. The lessons are now given to a class of twelve, which 
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does its work m the kitclieD of the institution, under the instructions 
of Miss Francis Mojer. It is difiicnlt to imagine any better form of 
instructions, or one more calculated to produce the desired results. 

The Sewing Room at Scotland has been enlarged, and is now light, 
roomy and admirably adapted for its purpose. 

Among the improvements to the institutions during the year maybe 
noted the lighting of both Chester Springs and Uniontown Schools 
1^ electricity. 

It is with some regret that the overcrowded condition of the Chester 
Springs building is mentioned. While the Girls' Departments are all 
that could be desired, it would seemadvisable that a more distinct line 
of demarkation should be drawn between the older and the younger 
boys, and that their playrooms and dormitories should either be en- 
larged, or new buildings added. The Commission has already gone 
so far in making improvements that some remedy for this overcrowded 
condition may suggest itself. 

The examinations of the different schools, conducted by the Com- 
mission, proved fully as satisfactory aa usual, the results being very 
gratifying, as shown by the large percentage of pupils promoted. 
The entertainments presented for the entertainment of the visitors, 
consisting of dramatic and literary selections, were both in good taste 
anrl admirably rendered. The superintendents, matrons and teachers 
alone knew the difficulties with which they have to contend to produce 
the^e results, and the labor which it is necessary to bestow upon the 
minor details of preparation. 

Perhaps the best test as to the satisfactory condition of all the 
schools is shown by one single fact, viz: That your Inspector has 
found every door open, and every gate ajar for her examination. 
Secrecy and mystery are incompatible with good management, and 
when superintendents and officials alike express their willingness at 
all times to explain details, methods and systems without reserve 
and without embarrassment to the authorized examiner, it is sub- 
stantial evidence both to the Commission and to the general public, 
that the heavy responsibility which rests upon the Commission has 
been met with every regard to its moral and benevolent duties. To 
contribute, however slight in degree, and in however minor a capacity 
to such a result, is ray only hope and desire.

To the CommisHton of Soldiers' Orphan Schools, Harrisburg, Penn- 
sylvania: 

Gentlemen : In presenting the secODd anonal report of my inspec- 
tions of the several schoolti under management of the Commission, 
I desire to place before'the Commission such information as will show 
that the year just concluded has abounded la progress. 

The four schools have been visited once each month, and detailed 
reports have been made at the end of each month. Upon my first 
visits to the four schools in September, there were in attendance at 
the Industrial School, 264; Chester Springs, .S16; Harford, 232, and 
Jomouville, 314; total, 1,125, of which 081 were boys and 444 girls. 
The admissions and discharges during the year left 1,130 on the roils 
al the close of the school year. 

The health of the children during the past year has been remark- 
ably good. 

During my several visits I found few children In the hospitals. 
Occasionally a child with a broken or sprained arm or leg. Some of 
the children returned after vacation with skin disease. This is an- 
noying, but its spread has been prevented by prompt attention. 
There were about seventy cases of measles at Chester Springs School 
during the last of May and the beginning of June, but no serious re- 
sults occurred. To the regular habits and cleanliness of the children, 
the liberal use of good disinfectants, the well ventilated class rooms 
and dormitories, and the healthy locations of the schools can be at- 
tributed this general good health. 

A good dentist has been sent by the Oommission to all the schools 
at least ooce daring the year. When the children require the treat- 
ment of a specialist — particularly for diseases of the eye, ear, or throat 
— Ihey are sent from the schools at Scotland and Chester Springs to 
the Pennsylvania Hospital in Philadelphia, through the influence 
of Hon. William P. Stewart, a member of the Commission, whose son. 
Dr. Francis T. Stewart is a physician at the hospital. The children 
from the Harford School are sent to the Lackawanna Hospital in 
Scranton, by the assistance of Col. Ezra H. Ripple, while Rev. J. A. 
Waters, superintendent, sends the children from Uniontown to the 
General Hospital in Allegheny City. During vacation (July and Au- 
gust), a number of the children who have no homes stay at the scboola. 
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Thej do not study, but are required to keep the buildings and grounds 
in order, leaving plenty of time for recreation. At the Indastrial 
School, however, those remaining, work in the shops about half of the 
vacation. At Chester Springs the new sleeping room furnished for 
the boys, provides ample accommodation aud relieves the formerly 
overcrowded dormitories. 

Feeliug strongly the necessity of all possible protection against 
Are, the Commission deemed it necessary to have fire drills established 
at all the schools. The children have been carefully trained, in case 
of sudden alarm to leave the buildings without excitement or con- 
fusion. 

Life being made iiloaeant and home-liUe to the children there are 
few runaways. These occur most frequently soon after vacation. 

The boys and girls are polite and show that they have been taught 
good manners. Their clothing is in good repair and neatly brushed. 
In order to have this condition of things constant care and watching is 
required on the part of the military instructor and matron. Without 
proper snporvisiou in these departments the best trained children will 
scon become careless, indifferent, and disobedient and increase the 
v.orry and labors of the teachbrs and others whose duty it is to work 
for them. Th& military instructor being the disciplinarian of the 
boys and the matron of the girls, makes these positions of consider- 
able responsibility, and upon the discipline obtained depends much of 
the general welfare of the schools. The work can be conducted prop- 
erly only by the most hearty and sympathetic co-operation of the in- 
cumbents of these positions working in harmony with the superin- 
tendent and principal. 

Satisfactory bills of fare have been presented weekly, and the food 
has been good and well prepared at all the schools. Careful attention 
has been given to the ventilation of class rooms and dormitories. The 
ciiildrea assemble twice daily for devotional exercises while on Sun- 
day they nsually have service and sermon in the morning and Sunday 
School in the afternoon. There is seldom carelessness in religious 
duties — earnestness and pleasure seem to be the keynote of these ser- 
vices. 

It gives me pleasure to state that the quarterly examinations in all 
the schools show a greater percentage of promotions than those of 
last year. We feel that the standard of the class work is good and 
look forward to making it better. There has been a friendly rivalry 
created among the several schools which has done much to bring about 
this progress not only in the educational departments but in the 
military and calisthenic drills. Many of the girls aad boys have ob- 
tained good positions after leaving the schools. They have success- 
tully grasped their opportunities. 
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INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. (SCOTLAND.) 

Superintendent M. L. Thouiiburst, continued the same courae 
adopted for several years, that of holding the heads of the different de- 
partments responsible for results in those branches. These reports 
iocinded in the general report from tlie school, make it unnecessary 
for me to give a detailed account of the wovk. They have all been sat- 
isfactory, and the boys and girls in the departments seem to be very 
much interested in their trades and much progress has been made. 
During the commencement exercises, June 21 and 22, everything was 
open for (he Inspection of visitors. There were on exhibition letters 
received from former pupils. Each pupil expressed satisfaction with 
the position obtained as a rcHiilt of the ti-aining received at the school. 
The souvenir programme for the coinmenceuient exercises for all the 
schools printed by the boys and girls of printing department showed 
fine workmanship. The "Industrial School News" continues to be a 
very interesting paper and it would give much encouragement if more 
veterans subscribed for it. The boys and girls in the tailoring depart- 
ment (a new industry), in charge of an experienced tailor, are making 
neatly fitting uniforms for the boys. The boys in the bakery depart- 
ment and the girls of the cooking class (another new industry), showed 
cleverness in their well prepared displays. Fine samples of work 
were shown in the steam laundry. The brass band composed of 
twenty-eight boys, has made excellent progress — they are taught to 
play music used by the leading bands. 

Good crops were raised this year by the farmer — vegetables of all 
kinds haviog been grown in abundance. 

CHESTER SPRINGS. 

The girls' building burned to the ground December 1, 1899. This 
occurred about six o'clock in the evening when the children were in 
the dining room at supper; therefore they were not injured. After the 
dre, the Commission decided to abandon the dangerous oil and lamps 
and have erected an electric plant, which affords excellent and safe 
illumination. 

A new building has been erected by the Farmers' and Mechanics' 
Kational Bank,Phoenixville,owner8of the property on the old founda- 
tion walls. It is equipped with lavatory, water closets and bath 
tubs. The dormitories are large with numerous windows. All the 
other rooms are conveniently constructed and have steam heat and 
electric light. The main features of the commencement exercises 
were the music by the well drilled boys' band, battalion review and 
inspectitm, calisthenics, wall scaling, extended order and fire drill by 
the boys. The girls had calisthenics, the Grecian Maids at recreation, 
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and the Cantata "Colnmbia" which represented iDteresting history. 
MiBB Helen Buobl, principal, conducted the educational department 
fbly and successfully, assisted by competent teachers. She also had 
charge of the devotional exercises and music io the chapel. 



HARFORD. 

In the monthly inspections of this school the same good manage- 
ment of Superintendent James E. Mathews that prevailed last year 
was noted. The commencement exercises held June 12th and 13th, 
were interesting. The siumII boys composing the band were carefully 
trained, and played exceedingly well. Many compliments were paid 
the four girls who played hand instruments. The drills, dress 
parade, inspection and setting-up exercises were well performed. 
The girls had fancy hoop and parasol drills, all of which were much 
admired by the visitors. 

The superintendent has growing on the school farm about three 
acres of potatoes which promise a very good crop. He has also about 
twenty tons of new hay in the barn, about one acre of sweet corn, and 
a well cultivated and productive garden. 



JUMONVILLB (UNIONTOWN). 

The monthly inspections at this school during the year were very 
satisfactory. This mountain home retains its beautiful green lawns 
the year round. Under the superintendency of Rev. J. A. Waters, and 
(he full co-operation of the principal. Professor T. E. Wilson and his 
assistants, the school was progressive in all departments. The divi- 
sion of the children into five families, each in charge of an assistant 
matron — the matron having supei-vision over all, continues to com- 
mend itself by its good results. During the year an electric light 
plant was erected by the CommissioD. It affords much better and 
safer light than the dangerous oil lamps formerly used. An excellent 
garden is cultivated by the assistance of the boys and it produces an 
abnndance of vegetables and berries. 

The commencement exercises were held June 19th and 20tb. Under 
the direction of the principal very pleasing calisthenics and dumb 
bell exercises were given by the girls. The military exercises, dress 
parade, inspection, guard mounting and marching by the boys were 
commended by all who saw them. A thorough inspection of the buiid- 
ii'gs, grounds, etc., was made and found in their usual good condition. 
Dr. Waters, superintendent, conducted the devotional services in the 
chapel, and delivered an appropriate sermon each Sabbath in the 
church near the school.

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I close (his report with the belief that we are to enter the coming 
year well organized and equipped throughout, sympathetic and har- 
monioDB nmoog ourselves, worlring for the common cause, and hop- 
ing that the etrength derived from our past experiences will aid us 
to rise al>ove dilBculties of the future. It is pleasant to look back 
over the year's worlt, and recollect the many little favors which have 
put me in the debt of so many of those in charge of the children and I 
want to talie this opportunity of thanking them, and to express to the 
Commission my appreciation of the encouragement and help given me 
by them in the performance of my duties.

CHESTER SPRINGS. 



Chester Springs, June 1, 1900. 
To the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools, Harrisburg, Pa.: 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to herewith submit a brief report of 
the Chester Springs Soldiers' Orphan School for the year ending May 
31, 1900. I f«Hy realize that many important events concerning this 
school have occurred during the year. A series of unexpected mis- 
fortunes and trials that could not be anticipated nor prevented by 
liuman foresight caused the management of the school as well as the 
members of the Commission serious and constant anxiety and labor. 
Tn addition to the many usual tasks devolving upon the superin- 
tendent additional responsibilities were added, caused by untoward 
circumstances, the most serious of which was the destruction of the 
Girls' Building on the evening of December 1, 1899. Fortunately, 
however, no lives were lost, neither were any of the pupils injured. 
No human foresight could have anticipated such a disaster nor could 
the total destruction of the building be prevented after the fire was 
discovered, Notwitiistanding the great loss by (he burning of this 
building and the destruction of all the personal effects such as cloth- 
ing outfits, dormitory equipments, etc., etc., the children through the 
prompt and effective measures of the Commission of Soldiers Orphan 
Schools and their representatives, temporary and very comfortable 
quarters were at once provided for the girls, largely through the 
generous offers of aid by the people living in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the school who volunteered, while the building was burn- 
ing, to care for the little ones until other arrangements could be 
made. All were properly cared for until the completion of the new 
and more commodious home, with all the latest improvements as to 
sanitation and comfort for these wards of the State in every detail. 
The new hospital erected and constructed on modern plans has been 
found to answer admirably for all demands for which it was origin- 
ally built. During the month of 'May our school was visited by an 
epidemic of measles. About seventy pupils contracted the disease, 
7—18—1900 , 1 „ Cookie 
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but with the careful and inlelligent attention of our Bchool physician 
and the eonstant attendance of thoroughly trained and efficient nurses 
all our pupils fully recoveied. No deaths occurred at the school dur- 
ing the year among the large number of pupils in attendance, a fact 
for which we should one and all be thankful. 

The Commission fully realizing the danger ever present in the ase 
of oil lamps for illumination purposes early in December installed 
an electric plant of 350 lights capacity, thus eliminating all danger 
from the use of oil on or in any parts of the buildings or the premises. 

Many noted improvements have been made to the buildings and 
grounds at Chester Spritigs. In conclusion, pcimit me to return my 
thanks lo the members of the Commission for their ever willingness to 
provide liberally and promptly for the care and proper education of 
the orphaod of our comrades placed in their charge. And to the prin- 
cipal, teachers and employes in general, my best wishes are extended.

To the Comiuissioc of Soldiers' Oiphan Schools, Harrisburg, Pa.: 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to jiresent herewith the thirty-fourth 
auDual report of the Harford Soldiers' Orphan School. 

The children returned very promptly at the expiration of their va- 
cation and the fall term opened on September 1 with 230 pupils, which 
has been about our average attendance during the year. 

The general health of the children has been excellent, no epidemic 
01 serious sickness having visited us. We have no deaths to record. 

For various reasons several changes were made in the faculty dur- 
ing the year. Our principal, Prof. A. P. Keeae, resigned to accept a 
Kiore lucrative position and Miss Edith Lownsbury, teacher, also re- 
signed to accept a position in the faculty of the State Normal School, 
at Mansfield, Pa. Both were able teachers doing splendid work and 
their resignations were much regretted and a severe blow to the 
school department, coming as they did in the very middle of the 
school year. Changes in (he faculty and employes during the school 
year are not calculated to bring good results and where many of them 
occur the best results cannot be accomplished. 

In the matter of transfers to the Scotland Industrial School, I am 
convinced that for the best interest of the system, that institotion 
should be so enlarged as to accommodate all the pupils from the other 
three schools as soon as they arrive at the age of thirteen or fourteen 
years. At present the capacity of the Industrial School is so limited 
that many pupils of the other schools can not be transferred and are 
deprived the advantages of an industrial education although they are 
as worthy and capable as those who are transferred and benefitted 
thereby. 

Much difficulty has been experienced in getting a supply of water 
for the laundry. This is located about one-fourth of a mile from the 
school on a small creek which in times past has furnished abundance 
of water, but is gradually drying up so that for the last two or three 
years we have been compelled to take the laundry work to the lake 
or to Harford village, some two miles distant, and are often obliged to 
draw water in tanks for use at the school during any continued 
drought, as this creek also furnishes the water for our reservoir from 
which water is pumped to the school. The water question is getting 
to be one of very serious importance. 

Church service, Sunday School and Christian Endeavor have been 
conducted regularly with the result that seventy-three children have 
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bceo baptized and received into the Congregational Church of Har- 
lord, where yiey will be carefully looked after by the pastor, Rev. J. 
P. Mauwcll, until they leave the school when they will receive letters 
whereby they can join the church of their choice. Rev. G. D, Fieher 
and Rev. J. P, Manwell have made themaelves personally acquainted 
with many of the children and their influence and teachings have done 
much toward their spiritual welfare. 

We have been supplied with several entertainments by friends of 
the school. Hon. Alfred Darte, member of the Commiseiou, visited 
us on January 25, bringing with him the best musical talent of KingB- 
ton, Pa., both vocal and instrumental. They gave ua a floe musical 
entertainment which was greatly appreciated. Col. E. H. Bipple, of 
Scranton, has also provided several entertainments, the last one of 
which was to bring Bauers' Thirteenth Begiment Band. This was a 
great treat and much enjoyed by ail. Col. Kipple has for some time 
past presented each pupil on leaving the school at the age of sixteen 
with a beautiful school pin consisting of the letter "H" in red enamel 
and gold. 

Our band has developed so rapidly during the year that it has be- 
ccme a very important adjunct of the school and is in great demand. 
In addition to (his band we have organized a girls' instrumental and 
vocal quartet which furnished the music at Brooklyn, Pa,, on me- 
morial day and sang at the county convention of Christian Endeavor 
Rociecles at Montrose, attracting much favorable comment. 

Some forty or fifty years ago these buildings were occupied by Prof, 
liichardson who conducted a school known as the Franklin Academy. 
This was quite a noted institution of learning. On June 14 last, a re- 
union of these students was called for and although grizzled and 
gray by age, some 250 of them came. It was a gathering of notably 
intelligent ladies and gentlemen. The buildings and grounds were 
thrown open for their use and through the kindness of the Commis- 
sion, dinner was provided for them. Hon. Galuslia A. Crow delivered 
the address of the day. In (he afternoon our military company gave 
a dress parade and the band gave a short concert. The day was much 
enjoyed by the children as well as the visitors and did much good 
in bringing the school into notice of the prominent people of the 
county and State. 

Nearly all members of the Commission and many prominent visitors 
attended our annual examination. Following the exercises excellent 
addresses were made by members of the Commission complimenting 
the children, the heads of the different departments and the school 
generally, which was much appreciated by those who have labored so 
arduously that success might be attained. An account of the exer- 
cises as given in the Industrial News follows: 
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The Thirty-fourth Annual Commencemeot of the Harford Soldiers' 
Orphan School which took place od June 12th and 13th was one of the 
most successful that has been held here for many years. 

On Monday, Judge Darte, of the Commission, and Inspectors Mrs, 
Swentzel, and Major Willauer arrived. The next morning Capt. Skin- 
ner, Col. Sample, Congrfissman Mahoo, Representative Stewart, son 
and daughter (Dr. Stewart and Mrs. Oehme) were met on the brow of 
the hill below the school toward the depot by the School Band and 
Battalion. As thty came along amid the echoing strains of music 
and the repeated firing of cannon, one was impressed at the way the 
children manifest their regard for that able body of men who, in a 
way, have the destiny of these little ones in their hands. 

The day from a weather standpoint was an ideal one. Had it been 
ordered for the occasion, every thing could not have been more satis- 
factory. 

Col. Ripple soon arrived with a large party of Scrantonians and a 
goodly number of the parents were on hand to witness the participa- 
tion of their children in the exercises. 

We soon assembled in the chapel and after a song entitled, "We'll 
Stand by the Flag,"' by the school, proceeded with the literary jwo- 
gramme. 

The address of welcome by Herbert Hardy was well delivered. He 
spoke of the attempted appreciation on the part of the school of the 
manykindnesses bestowed bythe Commi^ion through the State; and 
went on to say that the boys are inspired with that instilled as well as 
instinctive patriotism and are only waiting for the time when they 
ehall grow up and the opportunity to present itself, when they will 
show their devotion by fighting for the stare and stripes as long as 
their services are demanded. In closing, he extended to the Com- 
mission a warm and hearty welcome. The address was met by an 
appropriate response from Col. Sample. He told the children how 
much pleasure their remarks, through their spokesman, had afforded 
them and how gratifying it is to know that their work is appreciated 
by the schools. He said the Commission were earnestly striving, not 
for their own individual gain, but for the personal comfort and wel- 
ffire of the Soldiers' Orphans' of the State of Pennsylvania. He con- 
gratulated them on their neat and wholesome appearance, on their 
good condition physically; complimented their singing and gave some 
very helpful remarks on what constitutes a strong and useful man or 
woman. 

The care and education of the Soldiers' Orphan children is without 
doubt one of the most worthy objects for which this great Common- 
wealth appropriates money, and these children thus cared for are liv- 
ing monuments to the ability and fidelity of the Commission of Sol- 
diers' Orphan Schools and the generosity of the State. 
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In closing I desire to nckoowlcdge the alwaytt ready support and 
man; courtesies of ttie Commission and cbicf cleric, the kindly advice 
and counsel of the State iDupectors, the co operation of faculty and 
employes without which success would be impossible.

Commission Soldiers' Orphans' Schools, Harrisburg, Pa.: 

Geotlenien: I beg leave to present this the thirty-fourth annual re- 
port of the Uniontown Soldiers' Orphan School. 

There hare been admitted to this school since its organization Sep- 
tember 19, 1S66, on order, 1,673 pupils, by transfer from other schools, 
316, making a total of 1,980 children under the care of the State at 
this school. Of these 412 have been under the care of the Commis- 
sion during the past year. During the year 21 children have been dis- 
charged at the age of 16 years; 7 have been discharged before reach- 
ing the age of 16, by order of the Commission, and 65 have been trans- 
ferred to the Soldiers' Orphan Industrial School, at Scotland, Pa., 
h-aving (he number on the roll at the close of the school year 319. 
Ninety-lhree children, considerably more than one-tbird of the num- 
ber now on the roll, have been received during the past year. To 
drill into habits of order and discipline so large a proportion of the 
children, coming in from all conditions of life, has been no slight task, 
ISut we are glad to believe that this work has been performed on the 
whole to the satisfaction of the Commission. 

With so large a number of children in attendance during the year, 
it gives us pleasure to report that not one death has occurred, and 
we have been entirely free from any form of contagious disease. 
There has been very little serious sickness. One child, suffering from 
hip-joint disease and disease of the bone of the leg, has been in the 
Allegheny (leneral Hospital for several months. Although not re- 
covered from the former complaint, hopes are entertained of his ul- 
timate recovery. 

Extensive improvements have been made, adding much to the con- 
venience, comfort and safety of the children under your care. Dur- 
ing the winter the Commission contracted for and have had in snc- 
cessful operation for several months, an eleclric lighting plant of a 
capacity of over 300 lamps. The plant is a very complete one, the 
best of machinery having been supplied. This has not only enabled 
us to do away with the annoyance of coal oil and lamps, but has 
greatly increased the security of the buildings and their inmates 
from the danger of fire. 

During the vacation period the hospital was enlarged — a large ward 
was added, a kitchen with range, etc., and a bath room fitted with the 
most approved sanitary furnishings. 

New porcelain basins were also placed in the wash rooms of Magee 
sample and terrace cottages. -, ■ . 
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ExtensiTe repairs are now beiog made to the building occupied as 
diDiDg rooms, kitclieD, small girls' dormitory and rooms for em- 
ployes. 

Your attention has been called to the fact that our facilities tor the 
accommodation of our increased force of helpers are inadequate and 
recommendations have been made. There is argent need also of the 
addition of a room for the accommodation of the primary school. 
Two teachers are obliged to occupy one room, which is crowded so 
much as to interfere with the efficiency of the work in that depart- 
ment. It is hoped that provision may be made to meet this need in 
tJte near future. 

The educational department has been under the charge of Thomas 
E. Wilson, Ph. D., who with an able corps of assistants has ad- 
vanced the high standard of the school. The discipline of this depart- 
ment has been kind and judicious, yet firm and efftcient. The chil- 
dren are much ioterested in their work, and our school room duties are 
not considered irksome and burdensome. 

The children in general have been happy and contented, and we 
have consequently almost entirely been free from the annoyance of ab- 
sconding. All the duties of the school have been performed in a cheer- 
fnJ manner by the pupils of the school. We regret that three efficient 
members of our faculty have been compelled to relinquish their work. 
Miss V'iolet Stumpf, of Indiana, Pa., undertook the work of music 
teacher for a second term, but early in the year was constrained by ill 
health to resign her position. Her successor, Miss Mary E. Sleichter, 
of Scotland, Pa., was also compelled, by nervous prostration, to remit 
her work a few weeks before the close of the school, and the term 
was finished out by Miss Bebeeca Baker, of Uniontown, a former effi- 
cient member of the teaching force. Miss Sleichter's return is con- 
ditioned upon her restoration to health. Miss Mary E. Barry, on ac- 
count of domestic matters, declined re-election for the coming year. 
Miss Barry was graduated from this school a number of years ago, 
and after teaching for a term in the public schools, she was graduated 
with honor from the Indiana Normal School. After a couple of terms 
again in the public school, Miss Barry was elected a member of our 
faculty, for the past year, first primary teacher. She is an accurate, 
conscientious, efficient teacher, with whom we regret to part. 

The military department, at the beginning of the year was under 
the care of Capt. James P. Halt, whose long experience gave promise 
of a very successful year. But owing to physical disability Capt. 
Halt was compelled to relinquish his work and Jesse J. B. Wall, who 
had been in the United States service as a member of the Tenth Regi- 
ment, in the Phillipines, .was chosen as his successor. Maj. Wall re- 
tires at the close of the year, and Maj. Wambaugh, who had served in 
capacity of military instructor several years, was elected for the com- 
ing year. The choice we think a wise one. 
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Our annual examination which took place on the 19th and 20th of 
June was attended by a larger number of the Commission than for 
some years past. Of the character of the various exercises in which 
the pupils engaged and the general condition of the school, you are 
the best judges. We only trust that our work has met with your ap- 
proval. 

We desire to express our thanks in this public manner to Mr. Max 
Klein, of Allegheny, for valuable contribution of standard works to 
our Ubrary. Every Christmas season brings from Mr. Klein a hand- 
some gift of well selected books, for the librai^ of the school. 

I wish also to commend the work of teachers and employes. On the 
whole duties have been faithfully performed, and there has been a 
general desire to make the results of the year's work satisfactory to 
the Commission,

Gentlemea: I have (lie honor to submit the fifth annual repoi't of 
the Soldiers' Orjihana' Industrial School, and accompany the same 
with the reports from the inetructors of the dilferent departments. 

There has been nothing to disturb the peace or retard the progress 
of the school. Having the same corps of experieuced and faithful 
employes who were willing to take up the work where it had been 
left the previous year and add to the good results already attained; 
and the children, with few exceptions, returning promptly on the first 
of September, it was reasonable to expect excellent results. Our ex- 
[tectations have been more than realized. 1 wish to add here the 
language of another. "The success and usefulness of the Scotland 
Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School is no longer doubted. The ex- 
cellent work done in all the departments, the manliness of the boys, 
the ladylike deportment of the girls, the pure moral atmosphere of 
the institution, the success of the boys and girls in securing good and 
I'lcrative positions on graduating from the institution, show that the 
school has been brought to the front in the orphan school system, and 
is an honor to the Stale, as well as, reflecting great credit upon those 
who have been instrumental in placing the school where it belongs." 

The health of the school has been excellent, not a single death dur- 
ing the entire year. We had one bad case flf diphtheria and a few 
milder cases, but under the care of our skillful physician, Dr. Skinner, 
and good nursing, they were soon out of danger. For a detailed ac- 
count see the physician's report. Sabbath school, preaching, and de- 
^ otional exercises were conducted the same as the previous year. 

There was but little change made in the educational department. 
The course of study, the methods of instruction, and quarterly ex- 
aminations and grading of the school were the same as the previous 
year. The principal having been appointed superintendent, Mrs. 
Mary E. Kessler, first assistant teacher, was placed in charge of the 
high school classes, and Miss Elizabeth Patterson, music teacher, took 
charge of the room formerly occupied by Mrs. Kessler. Regular 
quarterly examinations were held, and a number of entertainments 
were given during the year. These examinations and entertainments 
^ showed that good and efflcient work was being done, both by teachers 
and pupils. The most important change made during the year was 
that of putting the machine shop into the room formerly' used as 
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laundry-ioom, and placing the laundry into the building formerly nsed 
hh tiif machine and forge shops. This change satisfied a long felt 
want. Both laundry and machine shop are now entirely satisfactory. 
For a full account of this change, see the report of the superintendent 
of industries. 

In addition to theae changes, a new industry has been added, tailor- 
ing. The success of this new department has surpassed all expecta- 
tion of the Commission and others concerned. The report of Mr. 
Martin who has charge of this department gives a foil account of what 
has been done in so short a time. I will refrain from giving an ac- 
count of the other departments as the reports of the heads of the de- 
partments accompany this report, and will be read with much in- 
terest. 

During the' earlier part of the school year, we were royally enter- 
tained by a musical treat from the Pine Street Presbyterian Church 
Choir, of Harrisbnrg, Pa., under the leadership of Prof, E. F. Gross, 
and on January 11, the Carlisle Indian School Band, consisting of 
sixty pieces, under the leadership of Capt. Wheelock, accompanied by 
Superintendent Major Pratt, gave a complimentary concert. The 
music of the choir and the band were excellent, and highly appre- 
ciated by the children and faculty of the school. 

On Christmas and New Year, we were not forgotten by the Com- 
mission and kind friends, but our hearts were made glad by receiving 
an abundance of nuts, c.indy and good things. 

Memorial Day was properly celebrated by the school accepting an 
invitation from Housnm Post No. 309, G, A, E., of Chambersburg, to . 
join them in observing/the day. The children prepared recitations. 
Hag drills, and singing for the occasion, and were taken to Chambers- 
burg and returned, free of charge. These memorial services are very 
much enjoyed by the children, and the good impressions made cao- 
.not be doubted. 

By oi-der of the Commission who made all necessary arrangements 
have all the children of the Industrial School present at the Encamp- 
ment of the G. A. E., in Gettysburg, Pa., we started in the morning of 
the 7th of June with happy hearts and well filled baskets to board the 
tr.iin on the school siding. After arriving in Gettysburg we marched 
to the college grounds where the girls gave a drill In dumb-bell exer- 
cises, and the boys gave a military drill, both receiving many compli- 
ments for their excellent performance. After these exercises on the 
college grounds, the children marched through some of the principal 
siri'els of the town, after which they were taken on trolley cars to see 
some of the most interesting places of the greatest battlefield of the 
world. It was after nine o'clock in the evening when we arrived 
home, feeling very tired, but happy and thankful to the Commission 
^nd friends for giving us such a good treat. 
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Odc iitiDiial commencement was held on the 21at and 22d of June. 
The first day's programme consisted of calisthenics, dumb-bell and 
Indian club exercises by the girls, and calisthenics, dumb-bellB, Indian 
dnt'f . .1 Till setting up exercises, and military drills by the boys. Also 
a litcrarv entertainment in the afternoon and at night, under the 
BUpei'VisK n of the teachers. 

TIk^ si'i'ond day's programme was arranged for school examina- 
ti>m and inspecting the different industries. 

The number of visitors was much larger than at any previous com- 
mencement. Among the many prominent persons present, besidea 
every member of the Commission, except the Governor who was un- 
avoidably absent, was General Thomas J. Stewart and Capt. Harry 
Davis, Hon, J, D. Patterson, Major Willauer, Mrs. L. P. Swentzel, 
Aiexander Stewart, Rev. Heffner, and many others. General Stewart 
. and Captain Davis made very excellent addresses. It is hardly neces- 
sary to say that it was the general verdict of all present that this com- 
mencement excelled all previous ones, and that the school is in excel- 
lent condition. 

On the 2itth of June, all the children, except about fifty, left school 
on annual vacation, feeling that the past year has been well spent. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Commission for their courtesies, 
Hon. J. D. Patterson and his clerks for much information and uniform 
kindnens, the Cumberland Valley Railroad Company for their con- 
tinued favors to the school. Rev. Heffner for his long and very excel- 
lent services every alternate Sahbath during the entire year, the offi- 
cers, faculty, and every employe of the school for their continued 
kindness and faithfulness in the discharge of every duty. Thanking

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INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENTS.

Sir: I have the Loner to herewith submit the fifth aunual report of 
the Industrial Departmentg of the Soldiers' Orphans' InduBtrial 
School. 

During the past year there have been several important changes in 
the arrangement of theae departments. The laundry, which was 
formerly located immediately above the engine and dynamo room, 
was always very unsatisfactory for two reasons, one of which was 
that at frequent intervals water would come through the floor in such 
quanlitif-s as to damage the machinery in the room below. The other 
reason was the extreme heat on account of the room not being pro- 
vided with proper ventilation. It being a common occurrence in 
warm weather for the thermometer to register one hundred and ten 
degrees. 

The machine shop being located in the new building, the same being 
one story and provided with a large ventilator and a division wall, and 
the arraDgement of the whole building was such as to make a first 
class laundry in every respect. After considering the matter care- 
fully with several members of the Commission and the superin- 
tendent, it was decided to change these departments, and use the 
room above the engine room for a machine shop and the building 
formerly used for a machine shop to be used for a laundry. These 
changes having been made have proven very satisfactory in every 
respect. 

It was decided by the Commission to opeh a tailoring department 
in addition to the other industries. This necessitated a change in the 
arrangement of some of the rooms in the industrial building in order 
to make room for this department, and the same has been completed 
and the department opened for business on February 28, 1900, with 
Mr. L. 0, Martin as instructor, and a few weeks later Miss Effle Shoe- 
maker was appointed assistant. Thle department has been very sat- 
isfactory, far exceeding the expectations of every one. 

Since my last report a new "Hoe" press and new type has been 
added to the printing office. The same is working very satisfactorily. 

There has also been some changes in the instructors in the industrial 
departments in the past year. Mr. Shearer,.the instructor in the ma- 
chine department, resigned his position October 30, 1899, to accept a 
position with the Landis Tool Company, of Waynesboro, Pa. Mr. 
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Frank Creawell, of WayneBboro, was appointed bis successor wbo in 
turn resigned bis position in March to engage in other business. Mr. 
A. B. Beard, of Waj-nesboro, was appointed his Buccegsor who siill 
remains in charge of that department, conducting the same in a very 
satisfactory manner. 

There has also been a change in the shoe department. John E. 
Garberitk, the shoemaker, resigning his position October 31, 1899- 
Mr, ^Vm. E. Gross, of Duncanuon, being appointed his successor, who 
has managed the department saiiefactorily since that time. 

There has been no change in the wood department in the last year. 

Detailed reports of tlie several departments will be furnished by 
the instructors. 

There has also been a concrete walk six feet wide laid from the 
original walk over to the laundry building, a much needed improve- 
ment. 

The heating, lighting, water, and sewage systems are all in first 
class condition. 

The conduct and attention to duty of the pupils while in the in- 
dustrial departments has been very good. 

In conclusion I desire to thank the Commission for their support 
and encouragement, and the Superintendent, M. L. Thounhurst, for his 
hearty co-operation in the past year's work.

Dear Sir: In submitting this, my flfth annual report of printing de- 
partment, I do BO with the feeling that more real progress has been 
made by the pupils under my instruction than during any previous 
year. This is accounted for by the fact that the office was never as 
well equipped for (he purpose for which it was intended as at the 
present time, thus affording the pupils an opportunity to advance 
rapidly in "the art preservative" it they have the least inclination to 
learn, and most of them I am glad to say have. A few have developed 
marked ability as job printers, using excellent taste in the matter of 
display, while nearly all have acquired a fair rate of speed as com- 
positors, most of them setting clean proof. All the male pupils in the 
ofRce have been instructed in "making ready" and in working the 
Hoe cylinder and one quarter and one-eighth medium Gordon presses, 
doing the finest kind of half-tone and color work on all of these presses 
io a very satisfactory manner. Several of the boys have also de- 
veloped into very good proof readers. 

During the year we have done considerable job work for the school 
Buch as letterheads, envelopes, songs for music class, programmes, 
menu cards, blanks for the different departments, etc., all of which 
has been highly praised by competent judges who have looked over 
the work on exhibition in this department. 

An innovation was made this year when six girls were placed in the 
printing office. They have been attentive to their duties and have 
advanced rapidly, being careful in their spacing and setting clean 
proof. 

Eleven boys ^d one girl have been discharged on age from this 
department during the year. All of these are working at printing ex- 
cept three boys who did not try to get work at the trade, but are other- 
wise employed. We hear frequently from the boys who have left this 
department during the past five years and are glad to say they are 
nearly all sticking to iheir trade and are doing well. 

The School News has bct-n published during the year on the second 
and fourth Thursday of each month and continues to grow in circula- 
tion and public favor. We have over two hundred newspapers on our 
exchange list, including twenty-eight of the best daily papers of

Sir: I have the honor to herewith Bubmit the following as my re- 
p<hrt of the medical services rendered at the school for the year end- 
mg June 30, 1900. 

On January 1, 1900, 1 assumed the duties of physician to the school. 
tCarly in February we were threatened with an outbreak of diphtheria. 
Three cases were discovered, which were at once isolated and treated 
at the hospital. One was a very malignant ease. The second not bo 
severe, and the third case was rather mild. They all recovered. Every 
precaution was taken to keep the disease from spreading. 

A new formaldehyde generating apparatus for disinfection was pur- 
chased and used with very gratifying results. 

Two cases of tinae tonsuras or ring worm of the scalp were no- 
ticed just before the end of the school year. They were put Qpon 
proper treatment at once, which will be continued during Facation at 
their homes under my direction. 

Very few accidents occurred and none serious enough to report, ex- 
cept one. About ten days before vacation a little girl fell and frac- 
tured her arm at the elbow. It was given proper treatment while she 
remained at the school and upon her departure for home at vacation 
was placed under the care of the family physician who will look after 
her until cured. 

With the above exceptions the health of the children has been very 
good. It is very gratifying to note that there is no cases of serious ill- 
I'.eBS at the school at present and that no deaths occurred during the 
year. 

1 want to thank you for your hearty co-operation in my work, also 
all others connected with tbe school who helped to make my work ef- 
fective as well as pleasant.

Sir: I here submit my fourth annual report of the Soldiers' Or- 
phans' Industrial School military department. 

Seven days after school opened in September the band and bat- 
talion, while as yet but temporarily organized, gave a creditable 
parade and review in honor of the many guests {members of tbe Penn- 
sylvania Millers' Association) who visited the school on that day. 

The work of the department thus begun under the inspection of tbe 
public eye has been carried on in the spirit of "always ready" through- 
out the term. 

The permanent organization was effected earlier than during any 
jirevious year, and each hoy required to take such part in the daily 
drill as bis physical development and previous training would per- 
mit. As a diversion from the regular class, company and battalion 
drills, special individual exercises were given tbe boys in the gym- 
nasium. In this line we were successful beyond our expectation for 
Dolhing short of a professional could surpass our lads on the ap- 
paratus after a few weeks of careful practice. 

As long as the weather would permit we kept up the out door drills 
and ceremonies. Minor details of all the drills and exercises were 
carefully practiced duiirig short snappy periods of work. Special ex- 
(Tcises were prescribed for those, who were lacking in a symetrical 
development of their bodies, each officer was given practice in leading 
and iDStructing classs in physical culture. Once each week during 
the winter months, all boys were instructed as to the proper care of 
their bodies and the specific results that certain lines of training and 
exercise bring out. 

The work of preparing boys, thus well grounded in the fundamental 
principles of drill, for advanced work was comparatively easy. With- 
out resorting to tedious or arduous drills tbe boys were able to master 
the entire course offered in the military and physical culture depart- 
ment. 

Fire drills were indulged in during the year, the efficiency of which 
can only be obtained in a carefully disciplined body. The good work 
done, at the Scotland Creamery fire, by our boys was so much appre- 
ciated that the good people of the village tendered them a reception 
and supper as a token of their good will. 

Our cxcursioD to Chambersbiirg on May 31, and to Gettysburg, 
June 8, gave the boys a chance to put their drills to a practical test 
l>cfore large audiences on strange grounds. 
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The athletics of the school have been in a flourishing condition dor- 
ins; the year. The foot-ball team had a record of straight victories 
aud the base ball team won about half the games played. 

Scarcely twenty-five per cent, of the boys who, took part in last 
years commencement drills were here to participate in this year's 
exercises. 

The places of nearly all the commissioned officers were to be filled 
after thi' bcgirning of the year, hut the new officers made up in faitfa- 
fiiln< ss Olid zeal what they lacked in experience. 

Those taken from the ranks to fill the places of non-commissioned 
o.'R-<Ts did tlieir part so well that it recommends them to further ad- 
vauct'incnt in the line of promotion. 

As a whole the boys were cheerfully obedient and prompt to per- 
fcini »11 duties assigned them. The boys themselves were quiet to 
discomtlenance all serious infractions of the rules and seem to have 
loarned rhat what is right is best.

Sir: I liavt (he bo&or to herewith submit the report of the machine 
dtpartmcnt of the Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School. 

On taking charge of this department March 15, I found the ma- 
chinery, tools, etc., all in good working order. I also found castings 
and other metals for a 13-inch b; 42-inch screw cutting lathe. I have 
started on that work and expect to complete the lathe daring the next 
school term. I also found material for twelve small cannon, and some 
of the work on the cannon was completed. Our principal work in 
the department has been on these cannon, and at this time have them 
nearly finished. 

In addition to the above, the pupils have worked on various kinds 
of work on machines and vices, and have made in my judgment satis- 
factory progress. 

We Lave an average class of forty pupils, each working half day 
period making about twenty in each detail. 

Id conclusion I desire to thank the Commission and ofQcials of the 
school for many courtesies.

Dear Bir: Id compliance with your request, I submit tbe following 
report of the band for the year ending June 30, 1900. 

At the opening of the school term, September 1, there was eighteen 
new memberB taken in the band, although the majority knew noth- 
ing about music previous to then, in nine months they played very well 
and was considered by musicians one of the best bands in Franklin 
county, cousidering they get no chance to practice by themselves oot- 
side of regular band rehearsal they have donef remarkably good work. 
With the closing of the school term there will be eighteen members 
arrive at the age limit, the same number that left last year. I nnder- 
stand the Commission intend sending enough pupils from the other 
schools for the band, boys that stay three and four years, that will be 
a good move as I believe at the expiration of three or four years every 
boy will be able to get a position through bands at their trades by be- 
ing able to perform on their different instruments, there have been 
quite a number of former members secured positions in that way. 
At the opening of the school term September 1, the band was or- 
ganized with twenty-eight members on the following iDstmmeuts: 
Five cornets, four clarinets, one piccolo, four altoes, four tenors (two 
slide and two valve), two baritones, two E basses, oue B bass, two 
snare drums, one bass drum, cymbals, and drum major. During the 
year the band practiced twice daily from 12.25 until 1.20 P. M., and 
from 1.30 until 5.15 P. M.

Dear Sir: I herewith present this, my fifth annual report of the 
laundry department of the Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School for 
the year ending June 30, 1900, 

The average work for the year has been leas, averaging altogether 
4,500 pieces per week; material used also being leas averaging in pro- 
[•ortion to the work done. During the year the Commission decided 
to move the laundry in the building occupied by the machine and forge 
shops as the room used by the laundry was not anitable for that pur- 
pttse, being over the engine room and not properly ventilated. We 
udjv have two large rooms one for the engine, washers, mangles^ etc., 
the other for ironing and drying room, we have plenty light, fine 
ventilation, and with the best of machinery consider the laundry 
second to none in any institution in the State. Miss Kate Stabler, 
who had charge of the ironing room for four yeara and nine months, 
resigned April 1, to take charge of a steam laundry at Waynesboro, 
Pa, She was succeeded by Miss Sarah Jackson, a most competent 
laundress from the Jumonville School. In this department there has 
been seven girls aud six hoys detailed from 8.30 until 11.30 A. M., and 
from 1.30 until 4.30 P. M, In conclusion would say the deport- 
ment of both boys and girls this, as previous years have been excel 
lent.

Dear Sir: Taking all things into consideration in making this, the 
fifth report of this department, it has been a very pleasant and suc- 
cessful year. Pleasant because the boys have given me very little 
trouble, and most of them being willing and anxious to learu. The 
changing places of the laundry and machine shops, and the fitting up 
the new room for the tailoring department made plenty of new work, 
which the boys done. Made it a successful year, all of which is prac- 
tical work and in connection with the other jobbing work they done, 
it is certainly a paying department, scarcely a day during the year 
bat what they have done some repair work in the main building or 
some of the departments. Some of those jobs taking several hundrea 
feet of lumber, such as fitting up the large reading room adjoining 
the girls' porch, besides several hundred jobs, such as putting in new 
snsh cords, glass, large and small, knobs on doors, large racks and 
hooks for several hundred girls' dresses, etc. They also turned some 
eightj' Indian clubs and dumb-bells for the gymnasium, and about 
as many more foe the Chester Springs School. When not working 
on the above they were doing bench work in the way of manual train- 
ing schools and framed a house to scale about six f-eet square, with 
winding stairway, etc., also full Kized window frames, the size to fit 
(he house. In doing the above work they used a good deal of ma- 
lerlal. But most of the other work, such as the fancy stands, stools, 
checker-boa rds and inlaid work were designed so as to save material, 
and at the same time learn them to make good joints, glue up 
work, etc. During the year there has been detailed an average of 
forty-two boys in this department, half in the morning and half in 
the af teruoon. About two-thirds of them will remain from one to two 
years more. Quite a number that left during the year have obtained

Since that time we have completed one hundred and seventj-six 
pairs of trousers, and twenty-three coats; which is a remarkahle 
record for such a short time. I also cut one hundred and forty-six 
coats, which were made at the State Arsenal, Harrishurg. 

Id addition to all this work we pnt on all the stripes and cheverons 
for this school, and made the necessary alterations of the citizen suits 
of the boys which arrived at the age of sixteen years. 

The deportment of the pupils of this department has been very 
good, and all are making rapid progress, and are advanced far beyond 
my expectations. 

Miss Shoemaker came as an assistant on May 4, and she is liked 
vtry much by all the pupils of the depailmenf. 

On February 28, we received two hundred and twelve yards light 
blue twenty -two ounce goods, and we have on hand twenty-five yards 
of same. On same date we received two hundred and thirteen yards 
dark blue twenty-two ounce good^. and we have on hand one hundred 
and ninety and five-eighths yards of same. On April 15, we received 
six hundred and eighteen and one-eighth yards of light blue eighteen 
ounce goods, all of which we have on hand. On April 20, we re- 
ceived three hundred and two yards dark blue sixteen ounce goods, 
and have on hand one hundred and twenty-six yards of same. We 
have on hand in all nine hundred and sixty and five-eighths yards of 
dark and light blue goods.

To the Superiutendeuts of the Soldiers' Orphan Schools: 

The aanual examinationB of the schools will be held on the several 
dates as follows: 

Harford — Tuesday and Wednesday, June 12th and 13th. 

Cbestei Springs — Thursday and Friday, June 14th and 15th. 

Untontown — Tuesday and Wednesday, June 19th and 20th. 

Industrial — Thursday and Friday, June 2l8t and 22d. 

On the afternoon of June 22, persons in attendance at the examina- 
tions will be given an opportunity to view the industrial departments 
while ill operation. 

The examinations will be conducted by the members of the Com- 
missioii, the inspectors and school faculty. 

Military drill will form a feature of the examination and will be 
under the supervision of fieneral J. P. S. Gobin, Lieutenant Governor 
of Pennsylvania, and Adjutant General Thomas J. Stewart. 

The following resolutions are published for the information of all 
crncerned: 

Whereas, It has been found that the custom of providing meals or 
other entertainment of this kind for the large ciowd who usually at- 
tend the annual commencement exercises of the Soldiers' Orphan 
Schools has become a severe tax upon the energies and physical en- 
durance of the employes, and has seriously Interfered with the work 
of the children in preparing for the parts they must take in the various 
exercises; therefore, 

Resolved, That hereafter no such entertainment will be provided 
except for specially invited guests and persons oflBcially connected 
T.'Kh the various State Departments. 
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Resolved, That the school superintenclents may, if desirable, grant 
permission to members of the Women's Relief Corps or other worthy 
persons to erect booths within the school grounds where refreshments 
may be provided for visitors at a reaaooable cost. 

Resolved, That the superintendeat of each school be aathorized to 
invite the G. A, K. Posts in the immediate vicinity of the school to be 
present at the examinations as the gnests of the Commission of Sol- 
diers' Orphan Schools, and that each member of the post may be ac- 
companied by a member of his family. 

The Department Commander of Pennsylvania G. A. R., the Presi- 
dent of the Women's Relief Corps and President of the Ladies of the 
0. A. R., are cordially invited to attend as many of the examinations 
as will suit their convenience. 

Classes should be in readiness and all arrangements perfected so 
that the examinations can commence promptly at 9 A. M. on the days 
named. 

The school term of this year will close on Friday, June 29, and the 
next term will commence on Saturday, September 1, 1900. 

You are hereby anthorized to grant furlooghs for the children on 
the application of parents or friends, or at your own discretion, for 
the vacation period. The expense of transportation, as heretofore, 
must be borne by the relatives or friends. 

Furlough blanks will be sent to you upon requisition stating the 
number required. 

All furloughed children must return promptly at the close of the 
vacation so that the classes may be formed and the new term com- 
menced at the date stated.

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LAWS REGULATING THE SCHOOLS. 



ACT OF 1867. 



To provide for the contiauaiico of the education and maintenance of 

the destitute orphans of the deceased soldiers and sailors, and the 

destitute children of permanently disabled soldiers and sailors of 

the State. 

Whereas, Several considerable appropriations have been expended, 
for the proper education and maintenance of the'deslitute children 
of the men of Pennsjlvania, who died in defease of the Uioon during 
the late rehellion; 

And whereas. It is incumbent upon the State to continue this pro- 
vision for those children who are now hers; 

And whereas, The experience thus far acquired, in fhe perform- 
ance of this duty, now enables the Legislature to regulate, by statute, 
the large discretionary powers heretofore exercised in the premises; 
therefore, 

Section 1. Be it enacted, etc.. That the Governor of this Common- 
wealth is hereby authorized and required to appoint, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, a State Superintendent of Soldiers' 
Orphans, for three years, from and after the date of said appointment, 
to be subject to removal, for cause, as other officers, appointed in 
like manner, are now, whose offlce shall be at Harrisburg, whose sal- 
ary shall be the same as that of the State Superintendent of Com- 
mon Schools, and necessary traveling expenses, and who shall give 
bonds, with three sureties, to be approved by the Auditor General, 
and filed in the office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, in the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars, for the faithful performance of his 
duties; the Superintendent shall have power to appoint one clerk, 
and the Governor one male inspector and examiner, and one female 
assistant, each at a salary not exceeding one hundred dollars per 
month, and necessary traveling expenses, to inspect and examine the 
Soldiers' Orphan Schools hereinafter provided for: Provided. That 
said Superinlendent shall not, during the period of his superinten- 
dency, have any pecuniary interest in any of the said orphans' schools. 

Section 2. That the State Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans is 
9_19_1900 r-ooalp 
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boreb^' authorized and empowered to contract with the trustees, pro- 
prietors, or principals of inslitutiooB now employed as soldiers' or- 
phaiis' homes and schools, possessing such good and sufficient accom- 
uiodatioDs as said Superintendent may approve, and of such other 
like institutions as may be necessary for the proper care, and main- 
trnance and education, at the expense of the State, and until the age 
of sixteen years, of the destitute orphan children of all such deceased 
soldiers and sailors, citizeos of Pennsylvania, and soldiers who have 
served in Pennsylvania regiments, as have died in the service of the 
United States, in the late war to suppress the rebellion: Provided, 
Tliat the Superioteudent may require that institutions receiving sol- 
diers' orphans over ten years of age shall have not less than twenty 
acres of tillable land, and accommodations for not less than one 
hundred and fifty soldiers' orphans, except the Lincoln Institution, in 
the city of Philadelphia: And provided further, That said Superin- 
teodent of Soldiers' Orphans shall establish at least one such institu- 
tion for the reception of soldiers' orphans over the age of ten years, 
within one year after the passage of this act, in each of the twelve 
Normal school districts, now provided for by law, if, in the opinion 
of said Superintendent, the Governor concurring, the same shall be 
required and practicable: And provided further. That in no cas€f 
shall the State become liable, in any manner, for the cost of erecting, 
i-epairing, or furnishing any of the institutions employed as Soldiers' 
Orphan Schools. 

Section 3. That the State Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans is 
hereby authorized to receive conveyances and transfers of the cus- 
tody, care and control, for all the purposes of education and main- 
tenance, till their arrival at the age of sixteen years, of said destitute 
soldiers' orphans, from their respective mothere, guardians, or next 
friends; and all such conveyances and transfers heretofore made, or 
that may hereafter be made, to the State Superintendent of Soldiers' 
Orphans' shall be valid and binding upon said mothers, guardians, 
and next friends, and also upon said orphans till their arrival at the 
age of sixteen years; and if said orphans abscond, or be withdrawn 
without his consent from the custody of the Superintendent, or from 
the institution in which he shall place them, they, and all persons 
withdrawing or harboring them, shall thereupon become liable to 
the provisions of the acts of Assembly relating to absconding ap- 
prentices. 

Section 4. That the Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans shall, by 
and with the advice and approval of the Governor, prescribe rules 
and regulations for the government of institutions becoming Sol- 
diers' Orphan Schools, designate the minimum number and grade of 
employes necessary, specify the character and quality of food and 
clothing that shall be furnished, and which shall be similar for all 
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iuslitutioQS of the saoie grade in the State, and decide upon a course 
of studj to be pursued, which course shall embrace, at least, the 
usual branches of a good cotnmou school education, together with 
iDStructloD in vocal music, tnilitary tactics, and calisthenics, and the 
greatest variety possible of household and domestic pursuits, and 
mechanical and agricultuial employments, conaistent with the re- 
spective sexes and ages of said orphan children and their school- 
room studies; he shall visit each Soldiers' Orphan School at least 
once each quarter, either in person or by deputy, remaining at leasi 
twenty-four hours in each. 

Section 5. Application for the admission of soldiers' orphans, en- 
titled to the benelits of this act into the institutions established tor 
their education and maintenance, shall be made by conveyance and 
transfers to the Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans, in accordance 
with provisions of section third of this act, executed, under oath, 
by the mother, if living, and by the guardian or next friend, if the 
mother be dead, or has abandoned said orphans; but ail applications 
must be approved by the board of school directors, controllers, or 
superintending committee of the district, ward, op city in which the 
mother resides, it she wakes the application, or in which the orphans 
reside, in other cases, and the superintendent may require such other 
certificate, from a superintending committee, which committee shall 
be appointed and hold office at the discretion of the superintendent, 
and by and with the consent of the Governor, or from such other 
source as he may deem necessary. 

Section 6. That the said^ Superintendent be and is hereby aiithor- 
i7.ed and directed to procure a school or schools, or home or homes for 
the children of the colored soldiers and sailors who fell in the recent 
rebellion, subject to the same regulations and restrictions provided 
in relation to the education and maintenance of the orphans of our 
white soldiers and sailors: Provided, That when he may deem it ex- 
pedient to do so, the said superintendent may waive the restriction in 
regard to number of acres and extent of accommodation in the case 
of schools or homes for colored orphans. 

Section 7. That all contracts made by said Superintendent shall be 
characterized alike by a wise economy and a just regard for services 
wndered, and that no contract shall be made for a longer period than 
one year, unless with the sanction of the Governor, and in cases in 
which it ia clearly the interest of the State to contract for a longer 
period, such period in no case, however, to exceed five years: Pro- 
vided, That all the contracts made under this act may be annulled at 
any time for failure to fulfill the conditions of such contracts on the 
part of any contractor, of which failure the Governor and Superin- 
tendent shall be the judges; and that every such contract shall be 
made upon the condition of the continuance of said Soldiers' Orphan 
Schools by the legislature of the State. i-,^ ^ , ,^ i ^ OoOqIc 
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SectioD S. That the said Superintendent may, with the conBent of 
the Oovemor, afford partial relief, in kind, not exceeding thirty dol- 
lars per annum for eaeh orphan, in case where, in his judgment, it 
is proper to suffer the orphans to remain with their surviving parents, 
or relatives, or guardians, and to receive instruction in the public 
schools of the Commonwealth, 

Section 9. That all bills for the maintenance and education of the 
soldiera" orphans shall be paid quarterly, by warrant drawn directly 
(ipon the State Tri^asurer, signed by the Superintendent of Soldiers' 
Orphans, who shall file a receipted bill for the same in the Auditor 
General's office before issuing the next quarterly warrant, which the 
Slate Treasurer is hereby forbidden to pay until such receipted bill 
is thus filed: Provided, That all amounts appropriated for the pur- 
chase of clothing, and the payment of partial relief, salaries and in- 
cidental expenses, may be drawn by the State Superintendent of Sol- 
diers' Orphans, upon the warrants of the Governor, and the bills for 
the same settled semiannually, at the Auditor General's office, in 
the usual manner. 

Section 10. That the Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans shall 
require monthly, quarterly and annual repocts, according to such 
form as he shall prescribe, from each Institution receiving soldiers' 
orphans, at the expense of the State; and that said Superintendent 
shall, not later than the first day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixfy-seFen, and annually thereafter, make a detailed 
report to the Governor of this Commonwealth, of all the soldiers' 
orphans under his charge, their condition and progress, the numbers 
of each respective age, from four to sixteen years, and such other in- 
formation as he may deem expedient, together with the statement 
of receipts and disbursements by item, and estimates for ensaing 
years. 

Section 11. That when any of said orphans shall have arrived at the 
age of sixteen, or sooner, if deemed expedient, said Superintendent 
shall, at the written request of said orphan, and of his or her mother, 
gi.ardian. or next friend, put or bind him or her out to such trade and 
eniployment, and to such master or mistress, or employer, as shall 
thus be requested, and for such term as shall expire, if a male, at or 
before the age of twenty-one, and if a female, at or before the age of 
eighteen years; in which indenture of apprenticeship, there shall be 
included such covenants for the future education of the orphan as 
said Superintendent may prescribe; and such apprenticeship shall 
he in all other respects, not herein provided for, subject to the pro- 
visions of the act of Assembly relating to masters and apprentices, 
and the supplements thereto. 

Section 12. That upon arrival at the age of sixteen years each of 
isaid orphans who shall not desire to be apprenticed to a trade or em- 
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plojmeur, shall be restored to the mother, guardiau, or next friend, 
with a full outfit of clothee, and a certificate, signed by the Superin- 
tendent uDd the principal of the proper school, showing his or her 
moral standing, and literary and industrial attainments and quali- 
fications. 

Section 13. That the year, for all operations under this act, shall 
begin on the ficst Monday of June in each year, and end on the day 
preceding the first Monday of June of the year next succeeding; and 
all appropriations, hereafter made,* shall be for the year, as herein 
determined, and made in lilie manner, and at the same time, as ap 
propriations are now made for the general expenses of the govern- 
ment. 

Section 14. That all acts and parts of acts, heretofore passed, and 
ii-consistent with this act, be and they are hereby repealed. 



ACT OF 1889. 

To provide for the continuance of the education and maintenance of 
the destitute orphans of deceased soldiers, sailors and marines and 
the destitute children of permanently disabled soldiers, sailors and 
marines of the State. 

Whereas, On Ihe first day of June, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety, as appears from the report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, there will be left under the care of the State and 
undergoing education in the soldiers' orphans' schools, about flffeeo 
hundred and forty-uine children whose ages will range at that datt 
from five to sixteen years; 

And whereas, The greater number of these children have no homes 
and no persons to maintain and educate them, and the people of the 
Commonwealth are desirous that they shall be maintained at the 
public expense; therefore, 

Section 1. Be it enacted, etc., That the Governor and five members 
of the General Assembly, consisting of two Senators and three mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, who shall be appointed by the 
President pro tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the House, 
respectively, together with a committee of five honorably discharged 
soldiers, members of the Grand Army of the Bepublic, be and the 
same are hereby constituted a Commission, who shall have power and 
authority vested in them under this act, from June first, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eighty-nine, to take charge of all children 
then in the Soldiers' Orphan Schools or other institutions employed aa 
Soldiers' Orphan Homes and Schools. 
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Section 2. That the Governor, the Senators and Members of the 
House of Represeutatives appointed on such Commission, shall be 
members thereof until the third Wednesday In January, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-one, when their "successors shall be named 
by the presiding officer as aforesaid of the respective branches of 
the Legislature, and they shall continue as members of the Commis- 
sion for the term of two years thereafter, and their successors shall 
be appointed in the same manner and continue their membership for 
the same term. Tlie committee of honorably discharged soldiers 
shall be appointed by the Department Commander of the Department 
of PeDDsyh-ania, Grand Army of the Republic, and shall continue in 
office during the pleasure of said Department Commander, In case 
of a vacancy in the Soldiers' Orphan Schools Commission by death 
or any cause, the appointing power provided for shall have power to 
fill vacancies for the unexpired term. 

Section 3. That no compensation shall Tie allowed any member of 
the said Commission, save their actual espenses, and no member of 
the Commission shall be interested or concerned, financially, in any 
institution or school having charge or maintenance of said children. 
A suitable offlce at Harrisburg, for the use of the Commission, shall 
be provided by the Commonwealth. 

Section 4. That the said Commission shall elect from their own 
ni:mbcr, a president and secretary, and shall have power to appoint 
one male inspector and one female inspector, at a maximum salary 
for both, which shall not exceed twenty-eight hundred dollars and 
ttaveling expenses not to exceed four hundred dollars each per an- 
num, one chief clerk and one assistant clert, at a maximum salary for 
both not exceeding thirty-two hundred dollars, said salaries and 
number of clerks to be reduced from time to time as may be found 
expedient. 

Section 5. That the said Soldiers' Orphan Commission is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to rent such buildings as may be necessary 
for the accommodation of the aforesaid orphans, and to appoint all 
officers, teachers and employes that may be found necessary for the 
proper tare, maintenance and education at the expense of the State, 
and until the age of sixteen years, of the soldiers' children now in the 
several Soldiers' Orphan Schools in the Commonwealth, under the 
provision of tiie act approved the ninth day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-seven, and its supplements: Provided. That 
the authority hereby given to rent property shall not empower the 
Commission to pay an annual rental that shall exceed six per centum 
of cash value thereof, to be determined by three appraisers, one ap- 
pointed on the part of the Commission, and one by the ownep or 
owners of the property, and the two selected shall choose the third: 
Provided further. That the said Soldiers' Orphan Commission shall 
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iioL contract in anj case with any individual, or flrn;, or partnership, 
oi- syndicate, for the care and maintenance of said soldiers' children, 
except for temporary care during the reorganization provided for in 
this act, and for a period not exceeding six months from tlie first day 
of June, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine: And provided 
still further, That nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent 
the said Soldiers'Orphan Commission, at their discretion, from plac- 
ing such children as boarding pupils in the Pennsylvania State Col- ■ 
lege, the State Xormal Schools, or in chartered orphanages or homes 
for friendless children not conducted for profit, and paying to such 
college. Normal schools, or charitable institutions, for the mainte- 
nance, clothing Tind education of such soldiers' children a sum not ex- 
ceeding annually one hundred and forty dollars per capita. 

Section 6. That the Soldiers' Orphan Commission shall have power 
to make and prescribe rules and regulations for the government of 
institutions receiving Soldiers' Orphans, specify the character and 
quality of food and clothing that shall he furnished, and which shall 
he similar for all institutions of the same kind in the State, and decide 
upon the course of study to be pursued, which course shall embrace 
at least the usual branches of a good common school education, to- 
gether with instructions in vocal music, military tactics, where prac- 
ticable, and calisthenics, and (he greatest variety possible of house- 
hold pursuits and mechanical and agricultural employments con- 
sistent with the respective sexes and ages of the said orphan children 
and their school room studies, and such rules as they deem necessary 
(o carry "ut the provisions of this act. 

Section 7. That all the contracts for supplies, made under this act, 
may be annulled at any time for failure to fulfill the conditions of 
such contracts on the part of any contractor, ' of which failure the 
Commission shall be judges. 

Section 8. That all bills incurred shall be certified by the president 
end secretary of the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools and 
paid quarterly by warrant drawn directly upon the State Treasurer 
by the Auditor General. 

Section 9. That the said Soldiers' Orphan Commission shall, not 
later than the thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-nine, and annually thereafter, make a detailed report, 
to the Tjcgislature of the Commonwealth of all the Soldiers' Orphans 
under their charge, their condition and progress, the number of each 
respective age from five to sixteen years, and such other information 
as they may deem expedient, together with the statement of receipts 
and disbursements, by item, and estimates for the ensuing year. 

Section ]n. That upon arrival at the age of sixteen years, each of 
said orphans shall be restored to his or her father, mother, guardian 
or next friend, with a foil outfit of clothes and a certificate, signed by 
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the printipa) of the proper school iu which such orphan has been 
niaintamed and educated, showing hia or her moral standing and 
lilerarj or induslrial attainments and qualifications. 

Section 11. That the year for all provisions under this act shall 
begin ou the first day of June in each year, and end on the tbirty-flret 
day of May of the year next succeeding. 

Section 12. The Legislature shall make necessary appropriation for 
contingent and traveling expenses of the CommisBion, and for the edu- 
cation and maintenance, including clothing, of each orphan or desti- 
tute child of permanently disabled soldiers, sailors op marines under 
the cai-e of the said Commission, the sum of one hundred and forty 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary. 

Section 13. That all money remaining to the credit of Department 
of Soldiers' Orphan Schools upon the first day of June, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-nine, shall be placed to the credit of the 
Commission created by this act. 

Section 14. That all acts and parts of acts and supplements thereto, 
heretofore passed, which are inconsistent with this act, be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 



ACT OF 1893. 

Providing for the erection of the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' In- 
dustrial School, the purchase of land and the erection and equip- 
ment of the building and buildings necessary therefor, making ap- 
propriations for such purposes, erection and equipment and the 
maintenance of children admitted therein, placing the care of the 
same in the Commission now known as the Commission of Soldiers' 
Orphan Schools of the State of Pennsylvania, and regulating the 
admissions to the said Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial 
School and the said Soldiers' Orphan Schools. 

Section 1, Be it enacted, &c., That there shall be erected at some 
point within the State, easily accessible, a building or buildings, to 
be known as the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School. 

Section 2. That the Commission now in charge of the Soldiers' Or- 
phan Schools, are empowered to purchase not more than one hundred- 
acres of ground, the title of which shall be vested in the Common- 
wealth, and to erect buildings thereon, equipping the same with 
shops, tools, etc., for industrial training as well as for the educational 
course, and for the maintenance of the Soldiers' Orphans, first takiog 
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security for the faithful performance of all contracts, and for the 
completion of the building and buildings in a subBtantial. good, and 
workmanlike manner. 

Section 3. The said CommiBsion, ae now constituted, shall con- 
tinue until the third Wednesday in Janiiary,one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-seven, at which time there shall be appointed by the 
President pro tempore of the Senate, two members thereof, and by 
the Speaker of the House, three members thereof, to serve for two 
years, and the Commander of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand 
Army of the Republic, shall then recommend to the Governor five 
honorably discharged soldiers for the appointment, who, if approved 
by the Governor, shall be appointed to serve for two years. The Gov- 
ernor shall be a member ex-oflficio of the said Commission. At the 
expiration of the said terms of the said appointees their successors 
shall be appointed in like manner and for like term. Vacancies oc- 
curring in the membership of the said Commission shall be filled by 
the appointing powers as above set forth. 

Section 4. The said Commission shall elect, from their own nam- 
ber, a president, secretary, iinancial secretary and treasurer, and 
shall employ all necessary clerks, teachers and employes necessary 
for the proper conduct and care of the schools. 

Section 5. The said Commission shall have full power to continue 
the Soldiers' Orphan Schools as now constituted, of, if necessary, 
change either, any or all of them, to other localities, until such time 
or times as the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School 
shall be completed or sufficiently advanced to accommodate said or- 
phans, when the Commission shall close all of the said Soldiers' Or- 
phan Schools. 

Section «. The said Commission, under such rules and forms of 
applications as it may adopt, shall be and is hereby authorized to 
admit to said Soldiers' Orphan Schools, or to the Pennsylvania Sol- 
diers' Orphans Industrial School soldiers' orphans, of parents resi- 
dents of this State, for a continuous period of not less than five years 
prior to their application, who shall be under fourteen years of ago. 
to be educated and maintained therein until they shall severally be- 
come sixteen years of age, unless sooner discharged for cause by order 
of the Commission. 

Section 7. Preference in admission shall be as follows t 

First — Full orphans, the children of honorably discharged soldiers, 
sailors or marines who served in the war for the suppression of the 
rebellion, and were members of Pennsylvania commands, or, having 
served in the commands of other states, or of the United States, were 
residents of Pennsylvania at tbe time of enlistment. 

Second — Children of such honorably discharged soldiers, sailors or 
marines as above, whose father may be deceased and mother living. 
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Third — Children of such honorably discharged soldiers, sailors or 
tnarines as above, whose pareots may, eithcF, or both, be permaneDtly 
disabled. 

■Section 8. In order that the benefits of industrial training may be 
given to the children now inits soldiers' orphan schools, and who 
may arrive at the age to be discharged at or about the time of the 
opening of the said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, the said 
Commission is hereby empowered to extend the time of the discharge 
of such children, who may be fifteen and sixteen years of age, for the 
space of two years additional. 

Section 9. The per capita rate of the appropriation for the educa- 
tion and maintenance of the children admitted in the Pennsylvania 
Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School shall not exceed the sum of two 
hundred dollars per annum. 

Section 10. Ho compensation shall be allowed any meml}er of the 
said Commission, except such reasonable expenses as they may incur 
in the performance of their duties, and no member of said Commia- 
sion shall be directly or indirectly interested, flnancially, in any 
school under care of said Commission, or in the education and main- 
tenance of said soldiers' orphans, nor in furnishing supplies to or for 
the same, nor in the purchase of lands, erection of buildings, or equip- 
ment of the same. 

Section 11. The said commission shall, on or before the third Wed- 
nesday in January of each year, present to the Legislature, nnder 
oath, a detailed report of the financial transaction of the preceding 
year, setting forth in detail the amount of all moneys or other prop- 
erty received on account of such Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' In- 
dustrial School, and an itemized statement of the disbursements 
thereof. 

Section 12. That the year for all provisions nnder this act shall 
begin on the first day of June in each year, and end on the thirty-first 
day of May of the year then next succeeding. 

Section 13, To carry out the provisions of this act the following 
sums of money are hereby specifically appropriated out of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, which sums shall be paid 
to the treasurer of the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools, who 
shall first be required to give a bond in the sum to be named by the 
said Commission, with security for the proper application of such 
moneys. 

First — For the establishing, building, furnishing and fitting up of 
said Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, as hereinbe- 
fore provided, the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary. 

Second — For the .education and maintenance of the children ad- 
mitted to said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, for the year end- 
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irig May thirty-first, one thouaaod eight hundred and ninety-four, the 
sum of ten thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary. 

Third — For tho education and maintenance of the children ad- 
milled to said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, foe the year end- 
ing May thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary. 

Fourth — For the expenses of the Commission, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, the sum of three thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary. 

Section li. All moneys to be paid on the warrant of the Auditor 
General, drawn on the State Treasurer upon requisition, approved 
and certified to by the said Commission. 

Section 15. Any balance remaining unexpended for the year one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-four shall be available for the 
year one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, in addition to the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars herein appropriated for that year. 

Section 16. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 



ACT OF 1899. 

Kntitled .^.n act to extend the benefits of the Soldiers' Orphan Indus- 
trial School, and the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, to the children of, 
honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines of the Spanish- 
American war. ' 
Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the Commission of Soldiers' 
Orphans' Schools of the Slate of Pennsylvania, under such rules and 
forma of application as it may adopt, shall and is hereby author- 
ized and required to admit to the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Industrial 
School, or to the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, orphans of honorably dis- 
charged soldiers, sailors and marines of the Spanish-American war. 
subject to present laws governing the control of said schools. 
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
